RAILROAD FOR

KAMAS VALIEY

Salt Lake, Sept 12. A railroad to
open the rich Kamas dairy country
and gle the farmers there a chance
to expand and grow In keeping wit li

the remainder of the state, will soon
be built according to the plans of se
ral capitalists of Salt Lake City. The
new road will be built from Wanshlp
on the Union Pacific to Kamas, a dis-
tance of seventeen miles through the
richest dairy country of the state

Aside from the fact that the road
is soon to be built, a definite an-
nouncement has not yet been made,
but It Is understood that J G. Jacobs
and several other prominent capital-
ists of this city are behind the move
nnd will rush the road to completion.
The bonds prolde for about $150,000.
which is ample to build and equip

as there s no tunnelng, prac-
tically no grade, and onl one bridge
to buld.

The plan was presented to the
heads of the Union Pacific some
time ago. it is said, and the pro-
moters were assured that the road
would be undertaken as soon as other
enterprises under way were com-- !
plcted. The people of the vicinity of
Kamas became Impatient and hav
been holding enthusiastic meetings,
with the result that local capital has
been found to build the road.

Claude T. Barnes, an attorney of
this city, who returned from Kamas
yesterday, said that he understood
that certain rights of way and other
details of the new road had been
settled during the last few days. Mr.
Barnes also stated that Kamas is soon
to have electric lights, waterworks
and all other modern conveniences.

Discussing I he proposed route and
the country It opens, Mr Barnes said:

'Kamas is gome sixteen miles
northeast of Park City In a valley of
great fertility, one especially fitted
for the dairy' Industry and for cat-
tle raising It lies between the Provo
and Weber rivers and Is only about
seventeen miles from the main line
of the Union Pacific railway at Lcho.
and even a shorter distance from
Wanshlp, the spur line which runs
from Echo to Par City.

"Some time ago negotiations were
opened with tho leading Union Pa-
cific officials, 1 am Informed, and
they assured the citizens of Kamas
that a road would be built from
Echo or Wanship to Kamas within
the next few months, but the citi-
zens and those most Interested In
the road were impatient of the de-
lay, and after Bome effort secured
the required capital from Salt Lake
City.

statement asserts his right to make
application for leniency from the
board He beliees that if liberated
he will be a model cltien and no
harm can be done. Orchard placed
the bomb at the gate of former Gov
ernor r.ink Stenncnberg in Caldwell
in this slate, so that by opening the
gate the f executhc was blown
to pieces. He said he committed the
act under the Instruction of officers
of the Western Federation of Miners,
who wanted to "get" Stenncnberg be-

cause of hi activities in the north
Idaho mining troubles

Text of Statement ,

Orchard's statement follows:
I cannot be pictured in anv black-

er terms than I picture myself, nor
have I anything in the world to offer
in my behalf for the awful crimes I

committed When I was first arrested
and charged with the assassination of

Steunenberg and locked
tip in Jail, it was the first time I bad
eer been arrested, and the awful
sense of a gullt conscience and my
last condition laid hold of mo in a
way' that I can hardly describe.

When I was siven my evidence and
the state was through with me, then
runic m trial, that had been contin
tied from time to time at the request
of tbe state There was a plea of
nrit r- i i rit omrl bKam tcn.riru n urn l IUUIVI
ed as made no plea But I could
not see how I could plead not guilty
to a crime that was guilty of and
had told It (o the world, so I asked
to wiihl raw this plea and have the
opportunit to plead guilty, although

did this against the wishes of the
principal prosecutor in the cases that
were just closed, also my attorney
and closest friends.

"When I received the death sen-
tence I insisted on it being carried
out, as the JudRo who sentenced me
recommended that my sentence le
commuted to life I felt that I want
ed to pay the penalty, as I knew In
what contempt I was held, and I had
been denounced from the street cor-
ner to the pulpit of the churches In
some cases, and I knew that I bad
made all the earthly restitution with-
in my power for my awful past, and
I felt that I had met the requirements
of God, and was ready to stand be
fore the Judge of all the world.

'And as my friends that believed
In me pleaded with me not to Insist
on the full penalty being carried out,
and lo sign a petition f..r commuta-
tion of sentence, and some that had
been telling me the story of the cross
that I was not doing rlsht In the mat-
ter.

consider, although I noer really con
sented to a commutation of sentence.

"After I knew the were going to
commute my sentence to life, then I
tried to get them to make it some
reasonable term of years, so I might
see the end of it some time, but the

come to m aid and help me get. apardon. So. after being here for near-
ly eight years and with tho remem-
brance of all these promises in mindfrom those influential men and withthe oTfer of several of the poor dead

ORE DEPOSITS OF
KIRWIN, WYO,

Washington, Sept. 12 A brief re-
port on the ore deposits of Klrwln,
Wyoming, by D F. Hewett, of the
United States Geological Survey, has
Just been printed. Considerable min-
ing activity, mostly In search of gold,
has characterized the district since
the first ore d!8coery in 1S'2 by Will
Kirwin but the town of Klrwin is
now abandoned, and little or no work
is being done in the district at the
present time.

The region in which Kirwin lies is
difficult of access, and owing to Its
scanty natural resources there ap
lears to be little reason for anticipat
ing better transportation facilities in
the. near future From what is to
be seen in the district Mr. Hewett
thinks It unlikely that exploration
w ill revpal masses of low grade ore
large enough (o warrant the installa
tion of elaborate milling plants. The
only fires that have thus far produced
ore of medium or high grade, but In
quantities too small to variant costly
equlppment or operation on a large
scale.

Mining, however, is full of uncer
tainties, and II would be unsafe on
the basis of the brief examination
made to predict that none of the Klr-
wln depordla will ever prove to be Im-
portant.
